Rum Czar Predicts 
‘Success in Week. 
LONDON, July 15.—(/)—Brig. Gen. 
Lincoln C. Andrews, American prohibi- 
tion enforcement chief, here to seek 
official British coédperation in fighting 
rum runners, announced after the first 
conference today that every indication 
pointed to the successful conclusion of 
his mission within a week. 
Gen, Andrews left the foreign office, 


after a two hour discussion, palpably 
pleased and wearing a broad smile. 
Before the meeting the American 
treasury official and his aid were; re- 
ceived by Sir Austen Chamberlain. The 
British foreign secretary assured Gen. 
Andrews that he and the British offi- 
cials assigned to the negotiations would 
be glad to coéperate with him in every 
way possible. 
The general and Sir Austen then 
chatted informally for about ten min- 
utes, after which the round table con- 
ference began, attended by all the 
American delegates as well as the Brit- 
ish government representatives. Gen. 
Andrews described the meeting as 
“most propitious,” and Sir Austen's 
welcome as “‘most encouraging.” 
During the meeting it was decided 
to split the experts into groups to con- 


‘sider specific questions of particular 


interest to their respective depart- 
ments. This afternoon and tomorrow 
these groups will meet for informal 
discussions, and report to the next gen- 
eral meeing, Saturday. 

“A Splendid Beginning.”

New York, July 15. —[Special.]—A 
remarkable story of how the coast 
guard vessel 203 was used as a rum 


runner while ostensibly guarding rum 
row was unfolded today at the trial | 
af William V. Dwyer, charged with 
being head of.a bootleg ring. 

Paul Lewis Crim, himself a defend- 
ant, told the story. Crim, who has | 
been missing for several months, tes-| 
tified as a government witness. As a' 
rum running coast guardsman his| 
story was strange enough, but it also | 
showed that in the last few weeks he! 
had alternately been kidnaped by gov | 
ernment agents and by representatives 
of rum: row. 

Twice Crim was spirited away at the 
behest of Dwyer, according to his 
story, and on the second occasion, 
which was after he had been indicted. 
both Dwyer and one of the defense 
attorneys advised him to go to Can-: 
ada, and an escort was provided who 
took him there. -

But twice also has Crim been found 
by agents working here under Gen. ! 


-Andrews, and on each occasion he has}? 


been .taken to Chief Investigator ’ Bie- 
laski’s office in the Equitable building. 
Yet he has never been arrested or ar-| 
raigned, ‘and technically he was still 
a fugitive from justice when he was 
brought into the courtroom today. As 
a fugitive who has once fled the juris. 
diction of the court, he may later be 
triéd on the charges against him, but 
meanwhile. he is giving valuable tes- 


«Crim said he first met Dwyer one 
month after he joined the coast guard, 
and in reply to a question told him 
he was on the boat with Ed Gallagher, 
now one of the defendants, who was 
commander of the 203. ' 

Crim said that after his conversa- 
tion with Dwyer he called him on the 
phone several times ‘to ask him if any 
of the ring rum boats would be run- 
ning in liquor that night, and if so 
whether the 203 could be of any as- 
sistance in acting as a convoy Dwyer 
always replied that the 203 should con- 
tinue to patrol rum row’ and 
the rum runners out there 


Becomes Rum Runner. 


But at a second meeting with Dwyer 
Crim was given $190 and told, he said, 
to buy himself some clothes. Crim 
replied that $100 was not much for 
taking care of Dwyer’s boats, and that 
Dwyer countered that if he wanted 
more money he should bring in some 
rum himself. Accordingly it was ar- 
ranged that Crim should discuss with 
Gallagher the turning of the 203 into 
a rum runner for Dwyer. 

Crim said he and Gallagher let four 
coast guardsmen—Bowman, Fuerrela, 
Shultz and Olson—into the plot. A 
machinist’s mate named Barber and 
the Filipino cook were not told of the 
plan.

A subcommittee of the national crime commis- 
sion, after a six months’ study of conditions, has 
offered some recommendations to make “ the trial 
of the criminal less a game of skill, cunning, and 
endurance between opposing lawyers and more a 
judicial inv on under the trained and im- 
partial direction of a judge to ascertain the truth.” 

Undoubtedly this is the object procedural reform- 
ers ought to seek, but it should be pursued with 
due consideration of the prevailing custom of cre- 
ating new crimes by legislative fiat, or, in other 
words, of raising mere breaches of regulatory law’ i. 
to the rank of felonies and at the same time de- | 
vising means of avol@ing the right of trial by jury. 
If our legislatures are to go on multiplying statu- 


tory regulations and defining them as crimes, our 


law reform, unless it is to assist the establishment 
of a comprehensive tyranny over private conduct, 


- must not invest the judicial office with too much 


power. We have urged repeatedly precisely the 
strengthening of the judge in| American trials 
which Chancellor Hadley’s quoted words describe, 


but the recrudescence? of intolerance and the in- 


vasion of individual liberty expressed in recent law 
making and administration must reawaken some 
ancient fears of tyranny. Against the 
criminal the court# must be made more effective, 


‘but there is need, as the experience of such states 
as Indiana and Virginia proves, for a reaffirma- 


tion of constitutional guaranties for which some 
courts as well our legislatures have 
shown little respect. 


An elective judiciary is as. susceptible to the 
influence of a violent public sentiment or to the 


organized power of a politically effective minority | 


as the appointed agents of a king to his behest. 
Many citizens, therefore, who would otherwise 
favor giving judges in our courts the power they 
have in the highly efficient British courts would 
now hesitate and suggest that the prerequisite of 
any relaxation pf the eafeguards which have 
grown up about the individual accused of crime 
be a reform of the legislative habit of making new 


° erimes without discrimination or restraint. 


_ ‘The moralistic urge is passionate, and it is daily 
demanding severer penalties for rebels against its 
multiplying decrees. Until this passion has met 
effectual resistance and until a proper sense of 
proportion and respect for private right have been 
restored the movement for administrative reform 
must take account of even more serious ques- 
tions. Such matters as the perversion of the in- 


jumction and contempt Proceeding. which cheats 
the citizen of his constitutional right to trial by 
Jhis peers, and other tyrannical de of intoler- 


ance in the robes of righteousn should have 


. the public rebuke of every authoritative body 


which undertakes to discuss the administration of 
the law in America ér to propose its amendment. 
The plight of constitutional principle raises a para- 
mount issue which the legal profession in its offi- 
cial expression hes not met very courageously.

Thene is an irrepressible conflict between efficient 


law enforcement and legislation enacted without 


tegard for these conceptions, and no mending of * 


machinery can avoid that confict. 


WHY TH DEATH PENALTY 
IS NEEDED. 


The rehearsal of the murder of the drug_cierk 
Maurer in the trial of Robert Scott and the story 
of the killing of three in Cicero are,striking ex- 
amples of what happens where law lost its 
terrors. Both the Scotts carried guns and the, 
implication that carrying a gun means readiness 
to kill was borne out by the event in tHis case. In 
the Cicero killing two revolvers were found and 
probably each of the men had one. The killing 
itself seems to have been so unnecessary, even 
from the viewpoint of a.sane robber, that it is 
suggested the criminals were dope addicts. But the 
theory is not necessary. Killing a human being 
seems to be not much more serious than swatting 
a fly. | 

What this community needs is a gallows. Only 
- the death penalty sternly and expeditiously exacted 
can strike through the low grade consciousness 
of thousands of heedless youth from whose ranks 
these young killers come. It may be that crimes- 
of sudden passion and crimes of outright insanity 
cannot be restrained by the fear of death, but a 
good many murders are neither crimes of pas- 
sion nor of insanity. They are committed by reck- 
less men or women who are capable of reasoning 
from cause to consequence and who would be re 
strained from murder by a knowledge that murder 
meant for them the end of a rope. The mental 
and moral background of an apparently not in- 
considerable number of people should be provided 
with some striking symbol of retribution. In exist- 
ing circumstances there.can be only the shadow 
of a vague hazard offset by repeated evasions and 
Gefeats of justice. To a low grade intelligence 
nothing less than a dramatic and conclusive pen- 
alty can give effective warning. Terms in the 
penitentiary may be worse than death, but few 
criminals think so, and even what de nt in- 
fluence the penitentiary term may have is weak- 
ened by the chances of parole and escape. 

There is a false humanitarianism which flinches 
from the logic of our present situation, but in our 
opinion the public execution of killers would save 
many lives in this community because it would 
reach the imagination of the morally and mentally 
dull or heedless, strike through indifference and 
fix in the consciousness of the undisciplined a 
wholesome fear of stern justice. 


REALLY SAFE FOR 
DEMOCRACY.

“OUR COUNTRY, RIGHT OR WRONG.” 
[Boston Transcript.] 

Tux CuIcaco TRIBUNE has lately been paid the com- 
pliment which is conveyed in an application to it on 
the part of 165 ministers of the gospel in Chicago and 
its vicinity, who ask the paper to remove from a con- 
spicuous place at the head of its editorial columns a 
certain sentiment that it has long been flying there. 
This sentiment isthe celebrated toast of Capt. Stephen 
Decatur given at Norfolk, Va, in 1816. The clergy- 
men ask THE TRIBUNE to replace it with the modifica- 
tion of it propesed by Carl Schurz. 

The Schurs form, Tas TRiIBunzr replies, “ permits 
of a misint that might seem to justify 
withholding support from government in war or war 
danger.” Here, of course, lies the crux of the dis- 
pute. Neither Decatur nor any other sensible man 
demands from the citizen agreement that every course 
taken by his government is right, or even that every 
‘step taken in our intercourse with foreign nations is 
right. . But when “the blast of war blows in our 
ears" it is recognized that all citizens must go in 
together to support the country. Otherwise, why have 
a country? Let war be averted if possible; oppose 
war as earnestly as you please ;. but if it comes the 
citizen must give it his loyal and ungrudging support 
and ought to give it such support. The extreme paci- 
fist may not think so, and some have gone to prison 
for withholding their support, but the probability is 
that at least 164 out of Tus Trimcune’s 165 petitioners 
in this case supported the government loyally enough 
in the late war and would support it as loyally if the 
country were engaged in another war. The spirit of 
Go maserity, the patriotion, the apirit—, 
in this last analysis—of “our country, right or 
wrong,” must govern the whole mass in the national. 
emergency, and it is well for all the people to recog- 
nize, even in times of piping peace, that this is so.

CARE OF BABIES. 
a4 BABY’S mouth should not be 
washed. The mouth is able to 
A itself. What is not 
‘  eemerws se removed the saliva 
washes away.” This advice, given by Dr. 
M. P. Borovsky to the members of the 
Illinois Medical society, applies to tooth- 
less babies. It is still the custom to 
wash out the mouth of the newly -born 
babe with a soft cloth, wet with boric 
acid solution and wrapped around the 
finger). 

‘This is not the custom with babies who 
have cut some teeth. Dr. Borovsky 
thinks cleaning the mouth of a young) 
| baby in this way does more harm than 
good. 

If, after nursing, there is a little white 
fluid, mostly milk, in the mouth, let the 
baby drink a little water. 


Ete tn opposed to giving the baby a dose 
of castor oil, or milk of magnesia, every 
time he gets a cold, or he has a spell of 
indigestion. As a rule, the bowels will 
move freely enough without the purga- 
tive. The chances are more than even 
that he would be better off if he had no 
medicine of any sort. A baby who has 
had a cold should be given his daily 
bath as usual. If a baby develops a 
sore throat, more harm than good is 
done by swabbing the throat. The ques- 


tion of diphtheria should be _ settled. 


promptly. If diphtheria is present, anti- 
texin is called for, and swabbing does no 
good. If the sore throat is not diphthe- 
ritic it will pass away as quickly with- 
out swabbing as with it. 


The trea t of constipation tn babies 
calls for a change in diet and not for 
medicines. If the baby is taking the bot- 
tle, Dr. Borovsky adds some sugar to the 
mixture. A little honey added to the 
milk mixture Will often overcome consti- 
pation. The use of cereal water, such 
as oatmeal or barley water, in the milk 
mixture often has the same effect. Fruit 
juices are used with advantage. If or- 
ange juice does not help or make matters 
worse, as it sometimes does, prune juice: 
may be a cure, 

“ Cereals are almost specific if the baby 
is old — to take them, and corenls 


“are now given to younger bables, more 


than was the custom a few years ago. 
Infants five months old can eat weil 
mashed carrots or spinach as a cure for 
constipation. At six months of age 
they can take vegetable soups containing 
finely divided vegetables. If these vege- 
tables and cereals cause diarrhea it is 
easy to control the trouble by omitting 
‘them from the diet. In his opinion many 
babies are peevish and cry frequently 
because they are hungry. The custom 
has been to use milk mixtures that were 
too weak. He has seen young babies 
fed on mixtures of 5 parts milk and 15 
parts water. A baby cannot drink enough 
of such a mixture to satisfy his appetite. 
Seldom is a mixture of less than half 


and half advisable. He thinks whenever 


cow's milk is to be fed to a baby it 


-ghould be boiled. This is true whether 


the milk be certified or pasteurized, and 
gt is doubly true of ordinary raw milk. 
Not only is there lessened danger of in- 
fection, but milk is made more digestible 


by boiling.

BEARING FRUIT 


New York, July 15.—(/)—Plans for 
controlling malaria, which takes a 
world toll of 21,000,000 lives each year, 
are outlined in a report of the Rocke 
feller Foundation, made public today. 


made in several states that satisfied 
the foundation that rural areas as well 
gs towns and cities, can rid themselves 
ef the anopheles quadrimaculatus, the | 
mosquito believed to be the malaria 
carrier. 

“Malaria is essentially a rural prob- 
jem, and methods successful in urban 
gontrol are “not applicable to rural 


control of malaria because of great 
cost,” the report states. “The state 
health departments undertook to de 
velo and demonstrate 

methods of control of rural malaria. 
During 1925, thirty-four counties were 


given financial assistance for malaria/. 


control projects. 


“There has gradually been develop- 
ing a plan for malaria control, which 
offers substantial promise that malaria 
may be controlled in rural areas with- 
out prohibitive cost. 

“The unit of contro] in this plan ts 
the county. It requires a full time 
county health officer and a sanitary 


inspector, both having full knowledge 


of the malaria mosquito. It also re- 
quires a state malariologist, who can 
orient the work of the county health 
unit and give advice as to details to 
be followed in controlling any specific 
problems.” 

“Yellow fever, except for an out- 
break in Brazil in April virtually was 
unknown on the western hemisphere 
last year,” the report sets forth. 

Plans for wiping out this scourge in 
Nigeria have been formulated.
